At  the  beginning  of  each  New  Year,  dur¬ 
ing  the  Festival  of  Simhat  Torah,  it  is  a 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  tradition  to 
honor  three  of  its  members  who  have  made 
special  contributions  to  our  synagogue  and  to 
the  Jewish  community.  In  keeping  with  this 
tradition,  this  year,  during  the  Simhat  Torah 
service  on  Friday,  October  24,  1997,  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  will  honor  three  such  spe¬ 
cial  congregants:  Menachem  Rosensaft,  Laurie 
Harris  and  Mai  Eisenberg. 

Menachem  Rosensaft  will  be  called  to  the 
Torah  as  Hatan  Torah;  Laurie  Harris  as  Kallah 
Mafteret;  and  Mai  Eisenberg  as  Hatan  Bereishit. 

Following  the  service  which  begins  at  9:15 
A.M.,  the  congregation  will  be  invited  to  a  buf¬ 
fet  luncheon  and  reception  on  the  Lower  Level 
in  honor  of  the  honorees  and  their  families. 
Menachem  Z.  Rosensaft 
Menachem  Z.  Rosensaft  was  born  in  the 
Displaced  Persons  Camp  of  Bergen-Belsen  in 
Germany  on  May  1, 1948.  Both  his  parents  sur¬ 
vived  the  Nazi  concentration  camps  of 
Auschwitz  and  Bergen-Belsen.  His  father,  the 
late  Josef  Rosensaft,  was  the  leader  of  the  sur¬ 
vivors  of  Bergen-Belsen  and,  from  1945  until 
1951,  the  chairman  of  the  Central  Committee  of 
Jews  in  the  British  Zone  of  Germany.  His 
mother,  Dr.  Hadassah  Rosensaft,  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  President  Carter’s  Holocaust  Commis¬ 
sion  and  served  on  the  United  States  Holocaust 


Memorial  Council  from  1980  until  1994. 

Menachem  received  his  B.A.  and  M.A. 
degrees  from  The  Writing  Seminars  of  The 
Johns  Hopkins  University  in  1971;  a  second 
master’s  degree  in  modem  Western  European 
history  from  Columbia  University  in  1975;  and 
his  law  degree  from  the  Columbia  University 
Law  School  in  1979.  From  1972  until  1975,  he 
was  Professor  Elie  Wiesel’s  teaching  assistant  at 
New  York’s  City  College. 

After  clerking  for  U.S.  District  Court  Judge 
Whitman  Knapp  from  1979  to  1981,  he  was  an 
international  litigator  for  14  years.  In  1995,  he 
went  to  work  for  Ronald  S.  Lauder,  the  former 
U.S.  Ambassador  to  Austria  who  has  been  the 
driving  force  behind  the  dramatic  revival  of  the 
Jewish  communities  in  Eastern  and  Central 
Europe.  Menachem  now  runs  the  Jewish 
Renaissance  Foundation,  headed  by 
Ambassador  Lauder,  which  is  engaged  in  vari¬ 
ous  Jewish  cultural  and  historical  projects,  pri¬ 
marily  in  Poland. 

Menachem  has  long  played  a  leadership 
role  in  the  Jewish  community.  He  is  the  found¬ 
ing  chairman  of  the  International  Network  of 
Children  of  Jewish  Holocaust  Survivors,  and 
was  national  president  of  the  Labor  Zionist 
Alliance.  In  1994,  President  Clinton  appointed 
him  to  the  United  States  Holocaust  Memorial 
Council  where  he  serves  as  chainnan  of  the 
Collections  and  Acquisitions  Committee. 


On  May  5,  1985,  Menachem  organized 
and  led  a  demonstration  of  children  of 
Holocaust  survivors  at  Bergen-Belsen  to  protest 
against  President  Reagan’s  successive  visits  that 
day  to  the  mass  graves  of  Bergen-Belsen  and 
the  German  military  cemetery  at  Bitburg  where 
members  of  Hitler’s  Waffen-SS  are  buried.  In 
1987,  he  was  instrumental  in  ensuring  the 
deportation  to  the  Soviet  Union  of  Nazi  war 
criminal  Karl  Linnas.  In  December,  1988,  he 
|  was  one  of  five  American  Jews  who  met  in 

£  Stockholm,  Sweden  with  Yasir  Arafat  and  other 

> 

q  senior  leaders  of  the  Palestine  Liberation 
|  Organization,  resulting  in  the  PLO’s  first  public 
£  recognition  of  Israel.  Most  recently,  he  has 
spearheaded  an  effort  to  persuade  the  Gennan 
government  to  establish  a  comprehensive 
health  insurance  fund  for  Holocaust  survivors. 

Menachem  has  contributed  articles  to  The 
New  York  Times,  Newsweek,  the  Los  Angeles 
Times  and  other  publications. 

Menachem,  his  wife,  Jeanie,  and  their 
daughter,  Jodi,  have  been  active  members  of 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  for  over  a  decade. 
Menachem  is  a  trustee  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  and  has  been  chairman  of  the  Sherr 
Institute  of  Adult  Jewish  Studies  since  1993-  He 
also  has  lectured  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
on  various  occasions  over  the  years. 

Jeanie,  an  art  historian,  is  currently 
National  Director  for  Public  Affairs  and 
Institutional  Planning  at  the  Hebrew  Union 
College-Jewish  Institute  of  Religion;  she  is  a 
member  of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
Advisory  Board  and  School  Board  and  has 
served  as  an  officer  of  the  religious  school’s 
Parents’  Association. 

Jodi  Rosensaft,  a  graduate  of  both  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  religious  school  and 
high  school,  is  entering  her  sophomore  year  at 
Johns  Hopkins  University  where  she  chairs  the 
Holocaust  Remembrance  Committee.  Since 
1992,  she  has  led  the  High  Holy  Days  services 
for  4  and  5  year  old  children  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue,  returning  from  Johns  Hopkins  to 
do  so  this  year  and  last.

aurie  Harris  and  her  husband,  Maury, 
have  been  members  of  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  for  the  past  eight  years. 
Interestingly,  both  come  from  multi-generation 
southern  Jewish  families,  some  of  whom  came 
to  the  southern  U.S.  during  an  early  wave  of 
Jewish  immigration  and  then  moved  south  and 
west  as  retail  merchants  and  “pioneers.” 

Laurie  grew  up  in  Dallas,  Texas  and 
moved  to  New  York  with  fellow  Texan, 
Maury,  after  they  both  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Texas  at  Austin,  where  Laurie 
obtained  a  B.A  degree  in  business. 
Subsequently,  she  earned  a  M.B.A  degree  in 
marketing  and  management  from  Columbia 
University.  She  has  worked  in  various  man¬ 
agement  positions  for  major  New  York  retail¬ 
ers,  followed  by  a  position  in  the  area  of 
executive  search  for  the  retail  industry  at  the 
Kenzer  Corporation.  However,  it  is  in  the 
areas  of  Jewish  and  secular  education  that  she 
has  made  her  most  meaningful  contributions. 

Laurie’s  family  was  actively  involved  in 
the  vibrant  Jewish  community  of  Temple 
Emanuel  in  Dallas.  But  her  first  involvement 
with  Jewish  organizations  in  New  York  City 
was  with  UJA-Federation,  where  she  led  a 
Young  Leadership  Group  and  was  on  the 
Synagogue  Division’s  Board  for  several  years. 
Her  exposure  to  the  broader  Jewish  communal 
world  ignited  her  fervent  interest  in  Jewish 
knowledge  and  education.  Thus,  when  she 
and  Maury  joined  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
in  order  to  become  more  familiar  and  comfort¬ 
able  with  the  traditional  aspects  of  our  reli¬ 
gious  heritage,  Laurie  also  became  involved  in 
evening  courses  and  was  an  adult  bat  mitzvah 
under  the  tuteledge  of  Vivian  Finkel.

hat”,  Mai  Eisenberg  has  served  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  since  May,  1983  in  a 
variety  of  ways  as  its  ritual  director.  He  has 
greeted  congregants  warmly  and  helped  to 
facilitate  the  order  of  the  service,  the  deco¬ 
rum,  and  the  general  beauty  and  meaningful¬ 
ness  of  our  services  every  Friday  evening  and 
Shabbat  morning,  as  well  as  on  the  High  Holy 
Days  and  Festivals.

In  one  way  or  another,  he 
has  been  instrumental  in  helping  many  of  his 
students  “make  it”  on  through  college,  gradu¬ 
ate  school,  and  even  into  medical  school. 

Mai  is  a  graduate  of  both  Etz  Chaim 
Yeshiva  of  Boro  Park  and  Yeshiva  of  Flatbush 
High  School  in  Brooklyn  where  he  obtained 
his  Jewish  education.  He  earned  his  B.S. 
degree  in  bacteriology  from  Cornell 
University;  his  M.A.  in  science  education  from 
New  York  University;  and  his  six-year  certifi¬ 
cate  in  supervision  and  administration  from 
the  City  University  of  New  York.  He  also 
spent  a  year  and  a  half  in  Jerusalem  studying 
advanced  conversational  Hebrew  at  Ulpan 
Etzion  and  microbiology  at  the  graduate  divi¬ 
sion  of  Hadassah  Medical  School.

Rosh  Hashanah 

osh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a 
festive  occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  dis¬ 
ciplined  by  the  sacred  traditions  of 
home  and  synagogue.  Although  the  obser¬ 
vance  of  the  High  Holy  Days  is  centered  in  the 
synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home  where  family 
members  prepare  to  meet  the  New  Year  in  a 
spirit  of  faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive  to 
prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which 
symbolizes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is  set 
with  a  white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles 
and  wine.  Round  hallot,  symbolizing  a  full 
round  year,  apples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a 
sweet  year  complete  the  symbolic  representa¬ 
tions  on  the  holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  light¬ 
ing  of  the  candles  and  kiddush  which  precede 
the  festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh 
Hashanah.  The  following  blessings  are  recited 
over  the  candles: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vet- 
zivanu  lehadlik  nershel  Yom  Tov. 

Blessed  are  You.  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  whose  mitzvot  add  holiness 
to  our  lives  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah  to 
kindle  light  for  the  Festival. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu 
vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  preserved 
us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  kiddush,  the 
Motzi  is  recited  over  the  round  hallah: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  hamotzi  lehem  min  ha-aretz. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread  from 
the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the 
apple  in  honey  and  recite  the  following  bless¬ 
ing  and  prayer: 

Ye  hi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
vElohei  avoteinu,  shetehadesh  aleiynu 
shanah  tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  0  Lord  our  God,  to 
renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New  Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh 
Hashanah,  a  festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  preced¬ 
ed  by  the  daytime  kiddush  and  the  Motzi: 

Tiku  vahodesh  shofar  bakeseh  I'yom  hagenu, 


kihok I’Yisraelhu,  mishpat  lElohey  Yaaqkov. 
Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  borei  pri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is 
L’Shanah  Tovah  Tikatavu  —  May  you  be 
inscribed  for  a  good  year. 

Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion 
which  is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue. 
But  the  meal  which  precedes  the  fast  of  Erev 
Yom  Kippur  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual  expe¬ 
rience  for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten 
early  so  that  the  family  can  be  in  the  syna¬ 
gogue  before  sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  haMazon  —  the 
grace  after  meals  —  the  holiday  candles  are  lit 
and  the  following  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vetzivanu 
lehadlik  nershel  Yom  HaKippurim. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by  The 
Commandments  and  has  commanded  us  to 
kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu 
vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  preserved 
us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast 
until  they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradi¬ 
tion  that  they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part,  to 
the  extent  they  are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  plea¬ 
sures  is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of 
Sabbaths.”  However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition 
state  that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health  is  a 
prime  religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak,  it 
is  the  obligation  of  the  individual  to  consult  a 
physician  on  the  wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for 
the  deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial  Lights 
must  be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for 
the  Kol  Nidre  service  parents  bless  their  chil¬ 
dren  by  placing  their  hands  on  the  head  of 
each  one.  Such  blessings  are  introduced  by 
the  following  prayer,  to  which  parents  can 
add  words  of  their  own,  appropriate  for  the 
age  and  needs  of  each  child: 

For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true, 


faithful  and  honorable  son  of  Israel,  as  were 
Ephraim  and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a  faith¬ 
ful  and  honorable  daughter  of  Israel,  as  were  our 
mothers  Sarah,  Rebecca,  Rachel,  and  Leah. 

Forgiveness 

At  this  time,  just  before  leaving  the  house 
to  attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  members  of 
the  family  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for 
the  wrongs  or  the  hurts  they  have  done, 
knowingly  or  unknowingly,  during  the  year. 

IN  OUR  CONGREGATION 
Shabbat  Shuvah 

The  Sabbath  that  falls  between  Rosh 
Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur  is  called  Shabbat 
Shuvah,  from  the  Haftarah  portion  of  that 
Sabbath  which  begins  with  the  word  Shuvah, 
meaning  “return”  (repent).

Tzedakah 

As  a  caring  community,  congregants  are 
asked  to  consider  the  needs  of  the  synagogue 
at  the  Kol  Nidre  Appeal  and  the  two  social 
outreach  programs  which  it  supports  year 
round:  The  Food  Pantry  and  the  Tikkun  Olam 
Committee  for  Community  Outreach  and  the 
Homeless. 

Congregants  are  asked  to  respond  as  gen¬ 
erously  as  possible  to  the  Kol  Nidre  Appeal. 
The  funds  generated  by  this  annual  campaign 
help  balance  the  annual  budget  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue  which  includes  the  religious  school  pro¬ 
gram  and  social  service  outreach  programs. 

The  Food  Pantry,  operated  by  our  high 
school  students,  supplies  food  packages  to  more 
than  one  hundred  poor  families  in  our  neigh¬ 
borhood.  The  cost  of  this  program  is  $10  per 
family,  per  week.  Let  your  heart  dictate  to  you 
how  you  wish  to  support  this  important  project. 

The  Tikkun  Olam  Committee  for 
Community  Outreach  and  the  Homeless,  in 
cooperation  with  an  established  and  recognized 
social  service  agency,  Women  In  Need,  supplies 
bed/  bath/  kitchen  linen  gift  packages  to  families 
who  are  moving  from  Women  In  Need  shelters 
into  their  own  apartments.  The  Committee  also 
works  in  cooperation  with  the  Metropolitan  New 
York  Coordinating  Council  on  Jewish  Poverty  to 
help  Soviet  Jewish  immigrants  with  their  needs.

able  for  purchase  at  a  nominal  price.  The  Lulav 
and  Etrog  have  other  qualities  to  recommend 
them  as  well:  it  doesn’t  require  any  special  skill 
or  extensive  training  to  use  them.  They  can  be 
used  in  shul  or  at  home;  and  while,  ideally, 
everyone  should  have  his/her  own  set,  they 
may  be  shared  within  a  household. 

It  doesn’t  get  much  easier.  Still,  nothing 
that  I  have  written  thus  far  is  reason  enough 
for  anyone  to  resolve  to  buy  a  Lulav  and  Etrog 
this  year. 

I  can  share  with  you  my  personal  experi¬ 
ences;  perhaps  they  may  motivate  you  to  pur¬ 
chase  your  own.  Whenever  I  slowly  and 
reverently  point  the  Lulav  in  the  six  directions 
and  shake  it,  I  am  awash  with  a  sense  of  God’s 
encompassing  presence.  I  find  no  greater 
beauty  than  the  pageantry  of  carrying  the 
Lulav  and  Etrog  in  procession  through  the 
Sanctuary;  the  larger  the  procession,  the  more 
beautiful  and  inspiring. 

But  no  two  people  experience  something 
the  same  way.  My  experiences  will  not  neces¬ 
sarily  be  yours.  Each  of  us  has  to  discover  his 
or  her  own  meaning  in  the  mitzvah  (precept). 

Franz  Rosenzweig  was  a  Jewish  philoso¬ 
pher  whose  short  life  spanned  the  early  part  of 
this  century.  He  was  not  raised  in  a  religious 
home,  but  he  assiduously  cultivated  a  more 
observant  lifestyle  by  following  a  very  disci¬ 
plined  program.  He  would  study  the  various 
mitzvot  carefully,  reading  everything  he  could 
about  them.  Once  he  understood  and  accept¬ 
ed  the  rationale  for  them-or  discovered  an 
acceptable  rationale  for  himself-he  would 
begin  to  observe  them.  With  regard  to  the 
mitzvot  that  he  did  not  practice,  Rosenzweig’s 
philosophy  was  summed  up  in  the  words  “not 
yet”:  he  maintained  a  theoretical  openness 
toward  them;  once  he  achieved  a  satisfactory 
understanding  of  them  he  would  observe 
them,  but  until  such  time  “not  yet”  was  his 
operative  phrase. 

Rosenzweig’s  religious  program  was  mar¬ 
velous,  but  it  had  a  few  flaws.  “Not  yet”  tends 
to  be  a  nice  way  for  most  of  us  to  say  “not 
ever.”  No  matter  how  sincere  we  are  initially, 
we  simply  will  not  get  around  to  it.  Secondly, 
this  rational  approach  to  the  mitzvot  does  not 
admit  an  intrinsic  meaning  or  value  to  the  pre¬ 
cepts.  That  cannot  be  discerned  by  studying 
the  mitzvot  dispassionately  from  the  sidelines, 
but  can  only  be  “understood”  through  active 
participation. 

So  let  me  encourage  you  to  seize  the 
opportunity  that  Sukkot  affords  us  to  purchase 


a  Lulav  and  Etrog  and  to  discover  for  your¬ 
selves  the  inner  meaning  and  beauty  of  this 
precept.

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All  About  Sukkot  and  Simhat  Torah 


The  festival  of  Sukkot  derives  its  name 
from  the  sukkah,  the  temporary 
dwelling  or  booth  built  especially  for 
the  holiday.  Says  the  Book  of  Leviticus:  “I  did 
cause  the  children  of  Israel  to  dwell  in  booths 
when  I  brought  them  out  of  the  Land  of 
Egypt.”  The  sukkah  is,  therefore,  a  reminder 
to  all  generations  of  God’s  redemption  of  the 
Jewish  people  from  Egyptian  slavery. 

Sukkot  is  also  a  festival  of  thanksgiving 
for  the  final  ingathering  of  the  harvest  in  the 
Land  of  Israel.  Some  of  its  symbols  clearly 
recall  the  Land  and  its  produce. 

The  four  minim,  or  species,  consist  of  an 
etrog,  a  lulav,  myrtles  and  willows.  The  lulavis 
a  branch  of  the  palm  tree  and  is  bound  togeth¬ 
er  with  three  short  branches  of  myrtle  leaves 
( hadasim )  and  two  branches  of  the  willow  tree 
( aravot ).  The  etrog  looks  like  a  large  lemon, 
but  it  smells  and  tastes  much  sweeter.  It  has  a 
pitom,  a  small  protuberance,  at  its  end. 

The  rabbis  teach  that  binding  these  dif¬ 
ferent  species  together  serves  as  an  example 
to  us  of  how  all  Jews,  different  though  we 
may  be  from  one  another,  must  be  bound 
together  into  one  unit. 

A  blessing  is  said  over  the  minim  at  two 
points  in  the  morning  service,  during  Hallel, 
right  after  the  morning  Amidah,  and  during 
Hoshanot,  each  day  of  the  holiday  when  we 
march  around  the  synagogue  with  them  in  a 
magnificent  procession,  except  on  Shabbat. 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  begins  on  the  15th 
day  of  Tishri  and  the  first  two  days  are 
observed  as  major  festival  days.  The  next  five 


days  are  Hoi  Hamoed,  the  Intermediate  Days 
of  the  festival.  These  days  are  half-holidays,  for 
while  most  labor  is  permitted,  except,  of 
course,  on  the  Sabbath,  we  continue  to  eat 
meals  in  the  sukkah  and  to  make  the  blessings 
over  the  four  minim,  waving  them  during  the 
recitation  of  the  Hallel  and  when  marching 
with  them  during  the  hymns  (Hoshanot). 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  our  Ritter 
Sukkah,  named  in  memory  of  Gerald  and 
May  Ellen  Ritter,  is  constructed  on  the  roof 
and  decorated  by  the  Parents’  Association, 
under  the  direction  of  Judy  Katz. 

A  kiddush  takes  place  in  the  Ritter 
Sukkah  following  every  service  during  Sukkot 
and  dinner  is  served  there  almost  every  night 
of  Sukkot. 

The  eighth  day  of  Sukkot  is  treated  as  a 
separate  holiday  in  and  of  itself  and  is  called 
Shemini  Atzeret,  the  “Eighth  Day  of 
Assembly.”  We  no  longer  eat  in  the  sukkah 
and  in  Israel  prayers  for  rain  are  recited  dur¬ 
ing  the  service.  The  Yizkor  Memorial  Prayers 
are  also  recited  on  Shemini  Atzeret. 

Then,  Shemini  Atzeret  is  followed  by  the 
joyous  festival  of  Simhat  Torah,  the  “Rejoicing 
of  Torah.”  It  is  during  the  morning  service  on 
Simhat  Torah  that  the  last  verse  and  the  first 
verse  of  the  Torah  are  read,  a  bold  demon¬ 
stration  of  our  belief  that  the  study  of  Torah  is 
never-ending.  We  march  joyfully  in  hakafot 
(processions)  in  which  we  carry  the  Scrolls  of 
the  Law.  At  this  service  three  of  our  congre¬ 
gants  are  honored  for  their  contributions  to 
the  synagogue  and  to  the  Jewish  community.
